Doubtful administration republicans 
sent to the senate from the farm dis­ 
tricts of the midwest can sway the 
bill to passage or defeat as soon as 
they make up their minds how they 
are going to vote.

THE POWER OE LKHIHI.\TION 


THE po wer o f le# t®io tio ii ht no t in the pro viflto n* fcf a law but 
in the sanctio n o f the peo ple fo r, as Calvin Co o lidge, vice president 
o f the United States, has said: “ Ue.il refo rm do es no t begin with 
n law, it ends with a law.” 
1 his o bvio us pro po sitio n sho uld fee 
heeded in this aj? e, when mino rities are co nsistently and per­ 
sistently agitating fo r mo re legislatio n, which they deem desirable 
but which may no t have behind it the strength o f po pular appro val. 
To justify its ex istence and achieve its purpo se a law must be 
sanctio ned by so ciety . 
Any law that is written to ex press the 
will o f even a majo rity who are carried away by a po pular and 
pass.ng whim is a grave danger to legislatio n as a who le, fo r when 
a law is no t based in the sanctio ns o f so ciety , and is bro ken witho ut 
causing any serio us resentment o f the majo rity o f the peo ple, its 
Vio latio n, because it is no t taken serio usly , makes it easier to vio ­ 
late o ther laws that have the strength o f po pular appro val behind 
them.

Any law o r injunctio n that begets a widespread o ppo sitio n to 
its pro visio ns, even tho ugh it is no t directly vio lated, lends to 
weaken the Who le legislative sy stem and make iniinito ly mo re 
difficult the reco gnitio n o f the sanctity that sho uld clo the ail legis­ 
latio n.

W hen th e m ajo r ity p e r sists in ig n o r in g m in o r itie s, il su ch 
mino rities are large and persistent, there is alway s a danger « h*U 
the co nstituents o f the mino rity will act as tho ugh the law had no t 
been written, which will in turn lead to the vio latio n o f o ther laws 
which o ther mino rities may no t wish to o bey . 
Uegi.datio n that is 
no t based o n the will o f the peo ple, just because it is no t*sanctio ned 
by the po pular will and is therefo re no t co nsidered invio lable, is 
in co nstant need o f lieing bo lstered up by still mo re legislatio n, 
and the legislatures are required to co ntinue writing legislative 
measures, that make still o ther laws necessary to suppprt tho se 
already written, and the merry wo rk go es an |>eTpetually but use­ 
lessly / Laws reflect standards o f co nduct and do no t make tho se 
standards. 
The peo ple determine tho se standards and, having 
determined them, make the laws to safeguard them. 
But such 
standards canno t be impo sed upo n the peo ple fro m witho ut; they 
o riginate with the peo ple themselves. 
This is clearly illustrated by the attempts that have been 
made to guarantee a living wage. Such legislatio n has failed be­ 
cause the public has no t y et decided what a living wage really is. 
Questio ns o f this nature arise, “ Who se standard o f living is to bo 
ado pted? ” and “ What is the autho rity o n which a certain sum 
may be accepted as a living wage? " 
When the American peo ple have fix ed this standard legisla­ 
tio n will fo llo w which, having the sanctio n o f so ciety behind it, 
will enfo rce it. 
What the co untry needs mo st is a release o f in­ 
telligence, leading to a careful co nsideratio n o f present pro blems 
which, by develo ping a universally intelligent understanding o f 
present needs will fix new standards. 
Legislatio n may fo llo w to 
enfo rce the will o f the peo ple, but the directio n o f the peo ple’s will 
alo ng right lines is the paramo unt requirement o f the age.

The reaso ns fo r this 
wish, o n the part o f tho se who have shared the farmer’s life, are 
inspired by a lo fty idealism; o ne o f the chief reaso ns ly ing in the 
o ppo rtunity fo r service o n the farm where cro ps are jrro wn to 
serve the needs o f the wo rld. 
It speaks well fo r farmers as husbands that 90 per cent o f 
their wives sho uld wish their daughters to marry farmers, and 
if the daughters take the advice o f their mo thers and ho ld o n to 
the farmer and the farm ho me life o f the agriculturalist will 
be o f a high standard. 
Farm management will In? mo re ethcient 
if bo th husband and wife have been bro ught up in farm ho mes, 
fo r so me o f the mo st pitiable failures in the wo rld are wo men 
who , after having lived as girls in cities, marry farmers and in 
blissful igno rance o f any thing related to the farm attempt to 
preside in a farmer’s ho me. 
The o bjectio ns o f the 10 per cent, who do no t wish their 
daughters to marry farmers, sho uld no t be o verlo o ked. 
One o f 
these wro te “ we grade o ur ro ads, hut we do n’t grade o ur scho o ls.” 
This criticism is well gro unded. 
During recent y ears there has 
been mo re emphasis o n the need o f go o d ro ads fo r the farmer 
and go o d sto ck fo r the farm than o n go o d children in the ho mes 
and go o d educatio nal standards in the scho o ls. 
The influence o f 
the 90 per cent o f fanners’ wives who wish their daughters to 
marry larmers will go a lo ng way to co rrect this mistaken em­ 
phasis. 
They will be heard fro m, and so will their daughters, 
impro vements begin with the wish o f the peo ple themselves.

The power of legislation is not in the provisions of a law but 
in the sanction of the people for, as Calvin Coolidge, vice president 
of the United States, has said: “Real reform ‘does not begin with 
a law, it ends with a law.” 
This obvious proposition should be 
heeded in this age, when minorities are consistently and per 
sistently agitating for more legislation, which they deem desirable 
but which may not have behind it the strength of popular approval. 
To justify its existence and achieve its purpose a law must be 
sanctioned by society. 
Any law that is written to express the 
will of even a majority who are carried away by a popular and 
passing whim is a grave danger to legislation as a whole, for when 
a law is not based in the sanctions of society, and is broken without 
causing any .serious resentment of the majority of the people, Its 
violation, because it is not taken seriously, makes it easier to vio­ 
late other laws that have the strength of popular approval behind 
them. 
. . 
Any law or injunction that begets a widespread opposition to 
its provisions, even though it is not directly violated, tends to 
weaken the whole legislative system and make infinitely more 
difficult the recognition of the sanctity that should clothe all legis­ 
lation. 
When the majority persists in ignoring minorities, if such 
minorities are large and persistent, there is always a danger that 
the constituents of the minority will act as though the law had not 
been written, which will in turn lead to the violation of other laws 
which other minorities may not wisty to obey. Legislation that is 
not based on the will of the people, just because it is nob sanctioned 
by the popular will and is therefore not considered inviolable, is 
in constant need of being bolstered up by still more legislation, 
and the legislatures are required to continue writing legislative 
measures, that make still other laws necessary to support those 
already written, and the merry work goes on perpetually M i use­ 
lessly. Laws reflect standards of conduct and do not make those 
standards. 
The people determine these' Standards and, having 
determined them, make the laws to safeguard them. 
But such 
standards cannot be imposed upon the people from without; they 
originate with the people themselves. 
This is clearly illustrated by the attempts that have been 
made to guarantee a living wage. Such legislation has failed be­ 
cause the public has not yet decided what a living wage really is. 
Questions of this nature arise, “Whose standard of living is to tin 
adopted?” and “What is the authority on which a certain sum 
may be accepted as a living wage?” 
When the American people have fixed this standard legisla­ 
tion will follow which, having the sanction of society behind it, 
will enforce it. What the country needs most is a release of in­ 
telligence, leading to a careful consideration of present problems 
which, by developing a universally intelligent understanding of 
present needs will fix new standards. Legislation may follow to 
enforce the will of the people, but the direction of the people’s will 
along right lines is the paramount requirement of the age.

Out of 802 farm wives in Minnesota Mho have replied to a 
questionaire asking if they wish their daughters to marry farm­ 
ers, eight hundred have replied that they do. The reasons for this 
wish, on the part of those who have shared the farmer’s life, are 
inspired by a lofty idealism; one of the chief reasons lying in the 
opportunity for service on the farm where crops are grown to 
serve the needs of the world. 
It speaks well for fanners as husbands that 90 per cent of 
their wives should wish their (laughters to marry farmers, and 
if the daughters take the advice of their mothers and hold on to 
the farmer and the farm home life of tile agriculturalist Mill 
be of a high standard. Farm management will be more efficient 
if both husband and wife have been brought up in farm homes, 
for some of the most pitiable failures in the world are women 
who, after having lived as girls in cities, marry farmers and in 
blissful ignorance of anything related to the farm attempt to 
preside in a farmer’s home. 
The objections of the IO per cent, who do not wish their 
daughters to marry farmers, should not be overlooked. One of 
these wrote “we grade our roads, but we don’t grade our schools.” 
This criticism is well grounded. 
During recent years there has 
been more emphasis on the need of good roads for the farmer 
and good stock for the farm than on good children in the homes 
and good educational standards in the schools. The influence of 
the 90 per cent of fanners’ wives who wish their daughters to 
marry tanners will go a long way to correct this mistaken em­ 
phasis. 
They will be heard from, and so will their daughters, 
improvements begin with the wish of the people themselves.
